My Friend fmiled at this Want of 
Tafte ; and I being as little pleafed with his Notions 
as he could poffibly be with mine, quickly withdrew 
to my Inn. 

Upon telling this Story to feveral of my Friends, I 
fee with Amazement the fame Spirit prevail in Town ; 
and that I am thought a very unnaccountable Man 
for not feeing the Worth of thefe Sort of Exercifes. 
But fo it is, that 1 remain fiz'd in my Sentiments, and 
am fully perfuaded I thall always remain fo, ‘cill I 
fee Reafon to belicve that Men are fene into the 
World, rather to fpeak than to live. Upen dipping into 
Books, in order to difcover the Bentiments of others 
upon this Subdje@, I have found thar in the Days of 
good Queen Befs there were a great many Hereticks 
like myfelf, Men whe would by a0 means approve of 
debating for the fake of Debate, and of filling young 
Heads with Doubts, merely to ex-rcife their Capaci- 
ties in folving them. I perceive, that the Argaments 
then made ule of in fuppert of this Opinion ferm to 
be unanfwerable, and thar in Mort ali the great Con- 
fafioas which have follow’d in Church and in State 
from that time to this have flow'd from this Irch of 
Difputiog, and from a popular Fondnefs for Fine- 
fpeaking, which has been, and for aught I\can fee is 
like to continue the very Perfection of all Learning 
in the Judgment of the Moulti:ude. Neither can 1 
difcern bow this Caufe fhould have other or Jefs omi- 


nous Effe&s in this than in former Ages, which is the 
true Reafon why I have thought the Examination of 
this Subje& might well employ a Paper. 
There is a Rule which, as far hy any thing 
of the Matter, is conftantly adher’d to in our Courts 
of Law, which feems to place the Excellence of 
Speech where it ought to be plac’d, that is, on {peak- 
ing to the Purpofe. Ac the Bar the Arr ot 
ing is perfeCtly ufelefs. A Man who fhould pretend 
to digrels from his Subje& in order co amuſe his Au- 
dience, or captivate the Minds of the Jury, would 
meet with a fevere Rebuke. T ois conftitutes a mighty 
Difference between our Courts of Juftice and thoie ia 
other Nations. Whoever will take the Trouble of 
perufing a Volume of French Pleadings, and will af- 
terwards go and hear a Trial at Bar, cannot but per- 
ceive, that if doing Juftice be the great End of the 
Law, it is more likciy to be done in England than ia 
France. Or to make this Point fill clearer: Let a 
Man tead fome of Sir Francis Bacon's Speeches, the 
Trial of Sie Walter Ralegh, and fome modern Pro- 
ceedings of the fame Kind, he will not need to be 
told where the Preference ought to be given. Now 
there feems to be no Reafon, why Truth in other 
Matters, as well as in thofe relating to Property, 
fhould not be the principal nd of every Difquifition ; 
ot why it fhould not be come at in the fhorreft and 
cleareft Way. Tia without doubt an Error to prefer in 
any Matter whatfocyer the Means to the End ; nor 
does it ceafe to be an Error becaufe it becomes com- 
mon, nor will even a general Approbation alter its 
Nature. With me therefore it will always paſe for a 
thing out of Queftion, that he whe {peaks moft per- 
tinently, mof clearly, and moft concifely, is the beft 
Speaker; not he who adorns his Oration wich all the 
Flowers of Rhetorick, and fpriakles ic with Bons 
Mots, as the old-fafhion’d Poets, who were wont to 
fprinkle their Tragedies with Poiots which were fure 


Be attracting a Clap, however unnatural, however ill- 
ac d. 


I have dwelt the longer on — obvious things, 


that I might leave the Reader no Manner of Doubt 
of the Truth of what I affert, which will appear io 
him of the greater Confequence, if be confiders, thar 
tho’ the Value we put upon chings produces no Sort 
of Alteration in them, yet it naturally quickens or 
flackens our Purfaits. Now if there ever fhou'd 
happea to come a time when Talking fhall be pre- 
ferr'd to AGing ; when the Perufal of two or three 
Books of Politicks fhall render a Boy a Statefman, 
and one. who has fcarce left the Univerfiry a Legifla- 
tors thar is, Mall render him fuch in the Conception 
of the Populace; when Publick Good fhall be eſti- 
mated rather by a Man's Profeffion than his Practice, 
and whemtwenty Veats fine Deeds fhall be ex pungꝰd 
by one fine Speech: Whenever fuch atime I fay thall 
come, it will not be difficule to foretell chat it fhall 
bring great Inconvenicnces upon us; Inconvenicnces 
which may be fully and thoroughly underftood b 
taking an impartial View of the TranfaGions in this 
Kingdom about the Middle of the laft Century, when, 
as Mr. Hobbes well obferves, Reading the Claflicks 
made Men out of Humour with the Conftitution, and 
a Habir of admiriog Commonwealchs begat a Defire of 
ere@ting One.
